FULBRIGHT SCORES 
DE GAULLE PO LICY 

Hays Also Attacks France 
at European Meeting 
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STRASBOURG, Prance. May 
— Senator J. W. Fulbright 
charged today that President 
de Gaulle’s “European” solution 
to the problem of German re- 
j unification was “unrealistic” 
and would benefit only the So- 
viet Union. 

Representative Wayne L 
jHays asserted that France’ 
while asking for short-term 
payments in gold, was “in our 
books” for $6.4 billion of unpaid 
'World War I debts. 

This double-barreled denun- 
ciation of General de Gaulle’s 
policies was delivered before 
the Consultative Assembly of 
the Council of Europe, repre 
senting 18 European ’govern- 
ments from Iceland to Turkey. 

Senator Fulbright, an Ar- 
kansas Democrat, and Repre- 
sentative Hays, an Ohio Dem-

policy in South Vietnam and in 
the Dominican Republic in a 
; prolonged question-and-answer 
period that followed the 
speeches. 

Many of the European par- 
ticipants thought that this part 
of the meeting was less con- 
vincing than the set speeches, 
fhey felt that the United States 
lelegataon had failed to answer 
wo questions that troubled the 
Huropean allies.

! North Vietnam supported b; 
the Communist power ? 

The second question as it was! 
[presented by Duncan Sand-ys, 
[former British Defense Minister, 
asked whether the American 
view of interdependence with 
Europe extended to United 
States dependence on the Euro- 
pean manufacture of a major 
'weapon to defend the Western 
.world. 

What Mr. Sandys got in re 
ply was a reminder that Amer- 
icans bought the German Volks ‘ 
wagen and British Rolls-Royo 
engines. The question was no 
answered to Mr. Sandys’s sat 
[isfaction. 

In his attack on Gaullist pol 
icy Mr. Fulbright, chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Commit- 1 
tee of the Senate, took a low- 
keyed approach. He emphasized 
that there was no ■ necessity 
now for bold action within the 
Atlantic community. 

As an exanmle, he approved 
the relaxation in the Adminis- 
jtration’s pressure for the cre- 
ation of a mixed-manned nu- 
clear force in Europe. 

Advocating an indirect ap- 
proach to German unity 
through closer ties with the 
East European states, Senator 
Fulbright predicted that this 
twould weaken the Communist 


the Americans and the British 
were excluded, Mr. Fulbright 
Ipredicted, would result in a 
[disequilibrium of power, and “it 
[is hard to imagine a solution 
mder such circumstances other 
ban one dictated by the Soviet 
Inion.” 

Although there apparently is 
igreement in the Administra- 
ion not to mention General de 
iaulle or France directly in 
friticisms of his * policy, Mr. 
.ays was quite as severe 
.oward Gaullist policy as Mr. 
dbright. 

The Ohio Congressman began 
>y emphasizing the extent of 
American aid to Europe after 
[World War II. He said that the 
“mutuality of interests” had not 
been observed by all the part- 
ners of the Atlantic alliance. 

[ One of these partners, he de- 
clared, insists that "we pay 
their present short-term credits 


;he way for “its ultimate merg- 
er” with West Germany. 

He rejected the idea that the 
lerman problem could be re- 
arded as solely a European 
uestion. Noting the agree- 
ments that commit France to 
a four-power solution, includ- 
ng the United States, Britain 
nd the Soviet Union, he de- 
lated that it was “most unreal- 
stic to suppose that a satis- 
actory solution on Germany 
ould be reached without partic- 
lation of the United States.”
